Heart Fallure After a ‘Fit of Coughing 
Caused It. 

Boston, January 23.—Bishop - Philip 
Brooks died at 6:30 this morning.

FOR WANT OF JURISDICTION. 


United States Supreme Court Dismisses the 
South Carolina Kailrorvd tax Case, 


Washington, January 23.—The United 
States supreme court today dismissed, for 
want of jurisdiction, with directions to the 
United States circuit court for the district 
of South Carolina, to do likewise, the 
suits brought by the Northeastern Railroad 
Company, and Central Railroad Company, 
against Walters, et al, to enjoin these coun- 
ty officers from the collection of a tax im- 
posed on the railroads by the state. The 
taxes were state, county and school taxes. 
The Tillman board of equalization assessed 
the railroad property at a higher rate than 
other ‘property, and it is claimed this is un- 
constitutional. The question at issue has 
stirred up the railroad companies of the 
state and has been a itical issue as well 
between pvo wi of the South Carolina 
democ It is held that jurisdiction can- 
not be de to attach by combining various 
forms of tax in a number of counties, and 
thus swelling the total amount involved to 
above $2,000, the amount necessary to take 
the case into the federal court. The merits 
of the case were not gone into.

Mr.:‘Grubb arrived 
at 10 o'clock. He was accompanied by 
General P. M. B. Young.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


The gradual increase in heat during the 
past few days has not been limited to Geor- 
gia, or the south, but was general and felt 
throughout the entire country. 

Comparing the temperatures reported last 
evening with a normal temperature chart of 
the United States compiled from nine years’ 
of observation, the result showed that in 
every city east of the Rocky mountains the 
temperatures were as warm or warmer than 
the average for this season of the year. 

In Atlanta the temperature yesterday was 
above the normal for the first time since De- 
cember 18th. 

The highest temperature reported yesterday 
afternoon was 68 degrees, at Tampa, and the 
lowest reported yesterday morning was 6 de- 
grees, at St. Paul. 

With the exception of the heavy rainfall 
of 1.34 inches at Corpus Christi and light 
snow at Buffalo and New York city no appre- 
ciable amount of precipitation has been re- 
ported in any section of the country during 
the twenty-four hours ending at 7 o’clock last 
evening. 

High barometers continue in the south and 
southwest, while a storm area is indicated in 
the upper lake fegion. As this storm area 
will probably move eastward to the Atlantic 
coast in the next twenty-four hours, un- 
settled weather is expected in the Ohio valley 
and lake region today and on the north At- 
lantic coast tomorrow, but rains or snows 
are not anticipated farther south than the 
Ohio valley. The passage of this storm area 
eastward over the extreme northern states 
will tend to give the whole southern half of 
the country a continuation of the present 
warm weather.

The story of the feilure or the closing of 
the Bank of Arericus has already been 
printed in The Constitution, It was at 
first stated in the report that came from 
Americus that the state had about $20,000 
in the bank, it being a state depository. 

This, however, was denied by the state 
treasurer. He said he had drawn all the 
state’s money from the bank several weeks 
ago, and that there was only about $20.77 
in the bank belonging to the state unless 
the bank had recently received a deposit 
from the local collectors of taxes, to which 
they had not certified as required by law. 
This seems to be true. It seems that the 
local tax collector has deposited about 
$10,000 in the bank. and while the bank 
authorities have issued a certificate of de- 
posit to him, they had not sent the proper 
certificate to the treasurer. 

Of course, the state is in no danger of 
losing the money, for the securities of the 
bank are far in excess of the small amount 
of deposit. Colonel Hardeman went down 
to Americus simply to look into the matter 
and straighten wut the affairs so far as they 
bear upon the state’s interest.

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Garlington Leak’s Boarding House Yor 


~~. ture Bods in Three Weeks. 
HE GOES TO THE CITY STOCKADE 


And Leaves His Boarding House, Which 
He Says He Had Just Furnished 
in Elegant Style. 


After a brief and not very brilliant ca- 
reer of three weeks, as proprietor of the 
Atlanta house, a boarding house at 93 De 
catur street, S. Garlington Leak has retir- 
ed from the business with a broken head 
and a painful experience. 

The erstwhile lawyer and boarding house 
proprietor was arraigned before Recorder 
Calhoun yesterday afternoon, and given a 
fine of $10 and costs. He could not pay 
the fine, and, for the first time in his long 
career of small difficulties, he went to the 
city stockade. 

Leak tells a pitiful story about his venture 
in the rather uncertain business of keeping 
a boarding house, and how he retired from it 
with such unfavorable results behind him. 
Leak has not been before the public in a 
long while and has been living in compara- 
tive retirement. Three weeks ago, accord- 
ing to his story, he leased the big house at 
¥8 Decatur street and proceeded to furnish 
it for a boarding house. He laid in quite 
a stock of furniture, and christened the 
place as the Atlanta house and. began oper- 
utions. He secured the services of Mrs. 
Tidwell as his business manager, and she 
was known as the proprietress of the house. 
He was active in atiending to matters per- 
iaining to the government of the house, but 
was not known as a proprietor. 

‘Lhe husband of Mrs. 'lidwell resides in 
MecVonough, where he is engaged in busi- 
ness. He comes home once a month to 
visit his wife and children, and Saturday 
night he came up from j onough and 
went to the Atlanta house. He had been 
ut the house but a short time when he was 
approached by Leak and told that he could 
not spend the night there. Leak ordered 
him out. Tidwell refused to go and told 
Leak to leave. Leak said he was the boss 
of the premises and cursing loudly he de 
manded that Tidwell go and stand not on 
the order of his going. 

eak continued to curse out Tidwell, and 
Tidwell picked up a stick and struck him a 
terrible blow over the head. The blow stag- 
gered Leak and he fled from the house. He 
was found by Patrolman Taylor and sent to 
the station house. Later a case was made 
against Tidwell. 
en the case came up for trial before 
Recorder Calhoun yesterday, Leak stepped 
forward and stated that the parties in the 
case had agreed to dismiss the case. The 
parties all denied this and the trial went 
on. Several witnesses told about the row 
at the boarding house, and said that the dis- 
turbance created was considerable.

A Young Texan Wedded on Sunday, Ar- 


rested on Wednesday. 


PERHAPS HE HAS OTHER WIVES 


His Bride’s Father Has Suspicions About 
Him—The Prisoner Says That It Isa

Hanson turned up around Conyers in 
November. He was just from Texas, he 
said.

He drifted out to 
Honey Creek, seven miles from Conyers 
and met Miss Phillips, a pretty daughter of 
the clergyman.
